Following is an editorial in The Out- 


look: In the opinion of the House of 
Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, the fact that Hawaii is now 
American territory makes the longer 
continuance of an English

has Intimated to his Honolulu diocesan 
that a resignation would be favorably 
received. The particular prelate does 
not look upon the matter in that light 
With MacMahon, he says in effect, "J'y 
suis; J'y reste"— where I am, there I 
stay. He calls attention to the fact 
that the diocese of Honolulu Is practi- 
cally an independent one, its only con- 
nection with tie Church of England 
being in the right of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury to nominate to the btehop- 
ric. In one sense this right has noth- 
ing to do with the English Establish- 
ment; it is because of a law that any 
part of the earth otherwise not spe- 
cially covered Is under the episcopal 
supervision of the Primate of all Eng- 
land.

A BOER HOWITZER. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.— The War Office 


publishes -the following dispatch from 
General Bullet: 
"Dispatch from General White, dated-

ment of the ordinary, the most august 
sacrament may be exposed for adora- 
tion, and he grants also permission to 
say or to sing in the presence of the 
lucharist thus exposed and at that hour 
only, one mass of the feast of circum- 
cision and octave of Christmas. More- 
over, he grants to the faithful the spe- 
ial privilege of receiving holy com- 
munion at the same time, either dur- 
ing or outside the celebration of mass."

Several Trans-Pacific Bills Are Now 


Before Congress. 


WASHINGTON, December 10—The 


multiplicity of cable bills introduced 
this session indicates the interest that 
Congress is taking /in the project to 
connect this continent with our new 
territorial acquisitions m the Orient 
Representative Corliss of Michigan was 
the first to act. He favors a cable bull 
by the Government at a cose not ex 
ceeding $8,000,000, the general contro 
of the work to be placed in the hands 
of a Pacific Cable Commission, inclua 
ing the Postmaster-General and the 
Chief Signal Officer of the Arm}. He 
includes the Philippines. 
China and 


Japan in the genera! 
Pacific

scheme proposed. 


Senator Hale in his bill outlines 


quite a different plan of construction 
by utilization, as far as practicable, o 
vessels of the Navy and the laying o 
the cable under the direcuon of th< 
Secretary of t'he Navy. I'pon comple 
lion of the cable its control js to b< 
turned over to the Postmaster-General 
Hale's bill contemplates the expenu 
iture of $11,000,000. Both the Corliss 
and Hale bills designate San Francisco 
as the terminus of tihe cable, and in

Islands. 


Tomorrow Representative Jones o 


Washington will introduce a third bin 
for the construction of a cable by th 
Government at a cost of $8,000,000. H 
leaves the choice of the terminus on 
the Pacific Coast to the Pacific Cabl 
Commission, consisting of the Post 
master-General and three members to 
be appointed by the President, none o 
whom shall be from the States of Oal 
ifornia, Oregon or Washington.

Sherman of New York has introduced

Some quarantine passes were stolen 


from the office of the Board of Health 
a couple of nights ago and were sold. 
One of them was a pass bearing Louis 
Marks' name which had been turned 
in to the Board of Health office. A na- 
tive employee about the building- was 
arrested and is now confined in the 
military guard-house in the Executive 
grounds. 
Nothing definite has been 


decided on as to what punishment will 
be meted out to him.

As to the failure of the Board to 


compel the property-owners in clean 
up their premises, any fah'-minued per- 
son knows that a government also has 
obligations. It must provide wajs and 
means. No city in the'civllizp 1 world 
that I know of requires the prorerty- 
owners or tenants .individually to de- 
v ise methods of disposing of reCtis°, 
and it certainly is aot the fault of the 
Board of Health that Honolulu is wuh- 
out a sewer system until the las' s'asj 
of the nineteenth century. 


We say again that the Governn.e.H 


has provided ample ways and mi-an = 
for the Board to do all that the 
asks of it. Nearly $900,000 have been 
appropriated for four,years' work and 
of this over a quarter of a million dol- 
lars have gone into salaries—the sala- 
ries of men whose business included 
the notification of property-owners to 
abate nuisances. Dr. Day says that 
"no city in the civilised world," thai 
he knows of, "requires the property- 
owners or tenants individually to de- 
vise methods of disposing o£ refuse." 
No city? This one does precisely that, 
and this is the only town, that Dr. Day 
and his colleagues need to worry about. 
But for their information we will say 
that scavenging in San Francisco has 
been done for several years on tnat 
basis.

pelled by law to deliver 'his garbage to 
private scavengers wno organized as a 
Scavenger's Protective Union to me«t 
the demand for their services. The 
scavengers charge from 60 cents to a 
dollar or more a month for doing th-e 
work and they in turn pay a private 
crematory, which has a city franchise, 
at the rate of twenty cents a cubic yard 
for burning the garbage up. The mhole 
service dors not cost the municipality 
a nickel. Indeed San Francisco c-om- 
pelb the crematory to. pay a certain 
sum annually and thqs makes monej 
by the process.

The announcement was 
made of the resignation of Minister ol 
Finance Lansing, to take effect as soon 
AS Minister Damon's commission was 
issued yesterday afternoon. 


Minister Damon made a long verbal 


teport to the Cabinet upon his mission 
to Italy and stated that although h« 
did not act officially he had learned 
ihat the Italian Government would fa- 
vor a limited emigration of laborers 
to the Hawaiian Islands. 


Quite an extensive correspondence 


from General A. S. Hartwell was read, 
m which he speaks encouragingly ol 
the Territorial Bill, but 
recognizes 


rhere will be some opposition to it as 
a. whole as well as to particular sec- 
tions thereof. In mentioning matters 
to be considered by this Government 
Mr. Hartwell calls attention to the fol- 
lowing points 


1. When the Bill Shall Take Effect.— 


Many of its provisions can as well take 
pffect immediately upon approval of 
ihe bill or upon short notice of its ap- 
proval given by publication IH Ha- 
waiian newspapers. 


The provision for Custom-houses and 


for establishing United States custom 
duties would require some little time 
to go into effect

months—perhaps six months, or even 
longer.

In other words, ?10,400 annually is 


the amount granted by law to the 
Board of Health wherewith to clean 
this whole city. That is the sum we 
have' had each year since 1896, and you 
all know the city has grown in that 
time. -The inadequacy 
of the amount 


was discussed In the Board room often 
enough, but if — and I emphasize the 
"if," for I have no means just now of 
verifying either Mr. Wilder's state- 
ment or my own former one — if I have 
maligned the country's lawmakers — 
well— it will offset some of the rubs 
received by the Board of Health; but 
nevertheless the fact remains there is 
not enough money at the control of the 
Board for the systematic cleaning of 
Honolulu. 


As to the failure of the Board to 


compel the property-owners to clean up 
their premises, any fair-minded person 
knows that a government also has ob- 
ligations. 
It must provide ways and 


means. No city in the civilized world 
that I know of requires the property- 
owners or tenants individually to de- 
•vise methods of disposing of refuse, 
and it certainly is not the fault of the 
Board of Health that Honolulu is with- 
out a sewer system until the last gasp 
of the nineteenth century.

A FEDERAL BOARD 


U. S. Quarantine Will be 


Established. 


Composed of 
Physlc'ans Unde 


Charge of Surgeon '"ho Gets 


Orders from Washington. 


Should Congress take favorable ac- 


tion on t'he Hawaiian Bill at this ses- 
sion, a Federal quarantine will in all 
probability be cue of the earliest 
features o£ United States governmental 
•institutifcuis established in Honolulu. 
If established here, the Federal quar- 
antine will act entirely Ladependen, 
of the Hawaiian Government, or mor^ 
properly speaking, the municipal gov- 
ern meat of Honolulu. Being a port it 
ia mot unlikely that the Federal quar- 
artine will assume1 absolute enlarge of 
the health affairs of the entire district 


The Federal quarantine will cons's 


of a boarding tug, a quarantine sta- 
tion and isolation station. The quar 
actine station will be provided with 
docks and warehouses for the landing 
and storage of baggage, a disinfectine 
plant of steam and formalin processes 
extensive barracks for the accoaimo 
dation of first-class and staerage pas 
sengers. Quarters for ihe employee" 
will be provided at the station proper 
while at some distance from it will b* 
erected a hospital for contagious dls 
eases. In the station will be a hospital 
for 
non-contagious 
diseases 
which 


would nc/t be subject to a strict quar- 
antim'1' Machinery for pumping water 
and flubbing the stations will be put in. 
together with 
extensive baths 
and 


showers, thus making it fully as cim 
plete as t'he Federal quarantine at San 
Francisco, or other mainland ports. 


There will be but one set of officers 


under the charge of the Federal Sur- 
geon who is appointed by the Surgeon- 
General of the Marine Hospital serv'ce. 
Four men will make up the boarding 
officials. 


"It may be probable," said Doctor 


Carmichael, "that the 
municipality 


when it comes, may have charge of al 
internal health affairs. 
The surgeon 


in charge of the Federal auars.it'ne 
leceives his orders relating to health 
affairs directly from the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral at Washington, D. C., and acts o.- 
ihese orders, except in cases of emer 
gency, such as the p'ague just experi- 
enced here, when he would act npor 
his own responsibility—he is the Doard 
01 Health in that case. There are no 
laymen in the Federal quarantine- 
all the non-commissioned officers be- 
inp medical men."

THE SCHOf L RETURNS 


Teachers 
and Parents 
Outsid 


Honolulu Favor ihe ( hunge. 


The bulk of the returns on the sub- 


ject of the proposed change in school 
hours has been 
received. 
Secretary 


Rodgers said yesterday that he had 
tabulated the returns up to and includ- 
ing last Monday from 
a little more 


than half of the schools in the city 
and about two-thirds of those in the 
country districts. 


The returns from the country dis- 


tricts show that 118 teachers - have 
voted for the change of school hours 
and 74 teachers against; while 2',063 
parents have voted for the change and 
1,615 parents against. These figures do 
not include the teachers in the-Hono- 
lulu High and Grammar School, who 
ha\e suggested a modification of the 
plan proposed. The parents and pu- 
pils in this school are. however, in- 
cluded. 


For Honolulu the reports show that 


ten teachers have voted for the change 
and nineteen against; while 506 par- 
ents have voted for it and 625 against. 
Secretary Rodgers hopes to have the 
complete returns tabulated within the 
coming week. 


Mr. Homer Smith. 


The address given by Hon. W. F. Al- 


len, president of the Board of Trus- 
tees, received the closest 
attention 


from the pupils and was enjoyed by 
all. He spoke as follows- 


ADDRESS BY MR. ALLEN 


This is Founder's Day, and I wish 


to explain to those of the younger 
scholars, who have not been here long 
enough to have joined in observing this 
day, why the trustees set it apart for 
a day to be observed by the schools 
and their friends. 


On the 19th day of December. 1831, 


just sixty-eight years ago today, thera 
was born at Aikapika, Honolulu, 
of 


high chief parentage, a girl who was 
named Berenice Pauahi Paki, who was 
destined to become of very high rank 
and owner of much property. She was 
educated at the Chief's School in Ho- 
nolulu, conducted 
by Mr. and Mrs. 


Amos Cooke, who did so much srood 
work for the young nobility of Hawaii. 
On the 5th of June, 1850, she was mar- 
ried to Charles R. Bishop, an Ameri- 
can from the State of New York, who 
was at that time Collector General of 
Customs. 


From that time she began to make 


her influence felt, and until her death. 
on October 16, 1884, she was a leader in 
the social life of Honolulu and in all 
good works for the 
benefit of the 


young. She was noted for her interest 
in and influence over the girls 
and 


young women of all nationalities, and 
was freely consulted by 
them. She 


was a student of all that was good and 
elevating in the claims society had on 
a person in her high position: she was 
a reader and much interested in for- 
eign countries, and, later, gratified her 
wish to travel and see them. 


FIRST VISIT ABROAD. 


Her first visit abroad was to Califor- 


nia, where she made many new friends 
and met some she had known here; 
next she visited the Eastern States and 
Canada, where she was shown a good 
deal of attention, and saw many of her 
old acquaintances whom she had met 
in Honolulu; later she went to Eng- 
land, where 
she 
was 
presented to 


Queen Victoria, and received much at- 
tention from high naval officers 
and 


others whom she had met in her own 
home: then to Europe, where she visit- 
ed Paris, Berlin. Bremen. Vienna, Mi- 
lan, Florence, Rome and other cities 
of which she had read and wished to 
pee.

but failed, at the crucial hour, because 
of the over-discretion of equally patri- 
otic but less courageous allies.
